AMATEUR FILMS WIN TOP AWARDS 


_ AT CANNES AND MARBURG 


Six amateur films received awards at 
two European festivals, Cannes, France 
and Marburg, Germany. 

“THE GREAT WALLED CITY OF 
XAN” by Hal Barwood, a student at the 
University of Southern California, won 
a Gold Medal at Marburg and a Silver 
Medal at Cannes. In addition, Hal Bar- 
wood has won a round trip, ticket to 
Marburg, and a weeks stay as a guest of 
the festival.
